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Often we hear about the need for 
American businesses to modemize and 
streamHne operations in order to remain 
competitive. The American military must 
aiso keep pace with progress. 

Wilh this goa! in mind the Greater 
Stuttgart Military Community Directorate 
of Engineering and Housing has taken the 
lead in effecting the modemization of 
literally hundreds of heating Systems 
operating throughout GSMC. 

The goal of this ambitious program, 
called District Heat, is to make the heating 
of ali American inslallations in the 
community more efficient and more 
environmentally sound.

Before District Heat, most of the heating 
operations in GSMC were old-fashioned 
and relied on coal and oil enei^ sources. 
Providing heat and hot water to Stuttgart 
inslallations using this aged system wa$ 
problematic for a number of reasons. 

Firstly, the use of dated and timewom 
equipment is inefficicnt and costly. As 
machinery ages, its productivity is 
diminishcd and low productivity increases 
cosls. Most of Stuttgart's oid heating plants 
normaliy operated at Icss than 65% 
efficiency. 

The high price of coal and oil fuels 
multiplied the expense further. The coal 
was particularly cxpcnsive since it was 
imported from the U.S. Maintenance cosls 
for the aging machinery also contributed to 
the high utilitybudget. 

Air poilution from these heat sources was 
another issue. Coal and oil heat sources 

generate a grcat deal of 
emissions, including 
nitrogen oxides and sulfur 
oxides. The problem of 
poilution is particularly 
troublcsome for Amencan 
installattons within West 
Germany. 

ControIIing and 
rcducing poilution is a high 
priority for our Gcrman 
hosts; and the U.S. Army 
shares this environmenlal 
concem. 

The combination of ali 
these factors showed the 
need for improvement to 
the heatingsituation. 

District Heat, the 
purchase of heat from a 
local utihty company, was 
dctcrmined to be the most 
cosi efficient option for the 
Greater Stuttgart Military
